Sub-para (3) of this para shall be amended 
as under:— 

“3 (a). In respect of export products 
where there are changes either in rates 
or the items of import replenishment, 
during the policy period, the registered 
exporters, of such export products, will 
have the option to claim REP licence, 
either based on the rate and the times, 
of import replenishment, in force prior 
to the change or base on the rate and 
items of import replenishment as amend¬ 
ed, in respect of export effected during 
the period of 90 days from the date of 
such amendment, 

(b) Notwithstanding anything contained 
in Sub-para 3(a) above, the transitional 
period of 90 days mentioned therein, 
may be restricted to 30 days, in cases 
where it is so deemed fit, by the Govern¬ 
ment, in the larger public interest.”
